ME Time of thofe Popes. As he did this for his Plea- 
with the utmoft Exaétnefs what he had un- 
dertiken. ‘There have formerly been publith’d a- 
bundance of Draughts by eminent Hands of Part of 
thefe Remains of Antiquity: But thofe who drew 
them, ftudied rather to make beautiful Pi@ures ,or 
than to give the, true and exact Figures of 
e Remains: For after they had drawn fome Co- 
ipmns, or other Ornament of ArchiteCture, they fup- 
plied the reft out of their own Imagination, and re- 
tated the whole Building in fuch a Form as they 
meied it might have had: And when Travellers 
bek'd in Rome for the Structures ny had feen in 
Mthofe Draughts, ‘twas impoflible to find any thing 
like Befides, the Painters and Engravers neg- 
iefted COming feveral Ruines of Buildings that are 
mention’d by Antiquaries in their Defcriptions of old 
Rome ; only becaufe they cquld not give fuch Views 
e of them as would be agreeable to the Eye, and confe- 
ny make them fell: And what is worfe, thofe 
Bae Atifts contriving only how to pleafe the Many, by 
forming fine Pi€tures of the Remains they did draw, 
hardly obferv’d any Meafure or Proportion in their 
Deigns. On the contrary, M. Bonaventure Overbeke 
tsin his Draughts the Remains and Ruines 
antient Fabricks, juft as they were at the Time he 
Sw them, without adding or retrenching any thin 
to make them look differently from what ey near 
to the naked Eye; and he been careful to mark 
their true Proportions.

@emapave with bisown Hand the Draughts he had made 
mand to render them the more ufeful, hecolle&ted-fuch 
Delcriptions of exch as are to be found in antient 
maWciters, to be plac'd oppofite to the refpegtive Plates;
